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Prices  paid  to  trappers  for  their  furs  last  season  were 
so  low  in  many  States  that -they  took  up  their  traps  after  two  or 
three  weeks  work  and  quit  for  the  season.  There  Y/as  no  market  what- 
soever for  some  'of  tlie  furs  they  harvested.  Tlie  outlook  for  the 
trappers  this  season  is  a  trifle  brighter.  :than  it  has  been  for  the  . 
past  two  or  three  seasons.   It  is  still  not  sufficientl},?"  encouraging 
however,  to  create  a  grand  rush  for  trapping  licenses  and  traps  and 
then  a  dash  into  the  field  at  the  crack  of  dav/n  on  the  first  day 
of  the  open  season  to  start  placing  sets.  . 

There  are  signs  of  reviving  strength  in  the  raw  fur 
market  and  the  prices  paid  for  the  "v/anted"  furs  — -  muskrat,  mink, 
squirrel,  marmot,  Persian  lamb-  —  have  advanced  10  to  15  per  cent* 
The  fur  trade  of  the  United  States,  .however,  is  still  in  a  very 
unhealthy'  position. 

The  trade  holds  large  quantities  of  garments  and  skins 
of  the  "Y/anted"  furs  and  the  storage  houses  are  bulging  from 
tremendous  quantities  of  "not  wanted":  furs,  such  'as  raccoon, 
opossum,  skunk,  fox,  and  coyote.   In  addition,  large  supplies  of 
raw  furs  have  been  imported  from  all  over  the  world  and  a 
considerable  portion  of  these  are  in  little  demand.  Fur  farmers 
have  produced  the  largest  mink  skin  crop  on  record  which  increases 
to  a  considerable  extent  the  raw  fur  supply  already  on  hand* 

Before  any  great  relief  can  come  to  the  trappers,  the 
consumption  of  furs  in  the  United  States  will  have  to  increase 
greatly  during  the  next  six  or  eight  months  in  order  to  stimulate 
the  movement  of  furs  in  all  branches  of  the  tradec 


Regulations  governing  thc..trapping  of  fur  animals  are  made  by 
the  individual  States,  not  by  the  Federal  Governiaent,. ' 

The  .tabulations  ,  in  this  leaflet,,  of  .the  .open -seasons  for.  1.949- 
1950  on  fur  animals  and  the  sumiaaries  of  the  provisions  of  ,„State  and 
provincial  la.vrs   concerning  possession,  sale,  shipment,  export,  and  licenses 
have  been  prepared  primarily  to  aid  Federal  officials  in  conducting  investi- 
gations under  the  Lacey  Act  and  enforcing  its  prox'-isions  and  to  ans^ver 
inquiries  of  State  game  officials,  trappers,  and  other  interested  persons. 
Every  effort  has  been  mad-e  to  have  the  sumjnaries' correct,  but  the  trapping 
seasons  in  many  State  and  Provinces  being  subject  to  change  by  orders, 
or  regulations  of  the  respective  conservation  authorities,  it  7;ould  be 
well  for  trappers  and  otiiers  concerned  to  apply  direct  to  the  proper 
agency  for  the  latest  information  'on  State  and  Provincial  laws,  orders, 
and  regulations  before  engaging  in  trapping  or  other  activities  involving 
fur  animals  or  parts  thereof.
